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Of the ECLIPSES that will hat pen in the Year 1780 


N this year there will happen two Eclipſes of tie 

Sun, and as many of the Moon; out of theſe ſour, 
only one, and that of the Moon, will be viſible in our 
hemiſphere. They happen in the following order: 

The firſt is a ſolar defect, upon Thuriday, the 4th of 
May, at 55 minutes after 12 o'clock at noon ; but if the 
Sun ſhines ever ſo bright, we ſhall ſ-< no Eclipie in theſe 
parts of the world, by reaſon of the Moon's ſouth lati. 
tude. It will be a large Eclipſe a! the Cape of Good 
Hope, for in 6 degrees and a £ of weſt lonyitude, and 
about 44 deg. of ſouth jatitude, the Sun will be centrally 
eclipſed at noon-day, and very nearly total 

The ſecond 1s a partial Eclipſe of the Moon, on Thutſ— 
day, the 18th of May, the middle t1me of which is at 2 
min. paſt 11 o'clock in the forenoon with reſpec to Lon. 
don, and the Eclipſe will be over at 39 min. pa!l noon, 
therefore none of it can be viſible to any part of Europe; 
but in all the weſtern parts of America, both North and 
South, as far as Cape Horn, this Eclipſe will be viſible; 
as alſo in New Zealand, New Holland, the Phillipine 
Iſl-s, Japan, Vedſo, and upon the Eaſtern coaſt of China 
and Great Tartary. Digits eclipſed at the middle are an 
hand and an half on the Moon's upper limb. 

T he third is another Solar Ecliplc, and happens on Fri- 
day, the 27th of October, at about half an hour palt 5 
o'clock in the evening; but as the viſible conjunction of 
the Sun and Moon will be much later, no part of this 
Eclipſe will be viſible to us in Great- Britain, This 
Eclipſe will be very large in ſome parts of North America, 
" The fourth and laſt is a partial and viſible Eclipſe of the 
Moon (if clouds interpoſe not) on Sunday November the 
12th in the morning: At the time of greateit obſcuration, 
the moon is vertical to the iſland of Hiſpaniola in the 
Weſt Indies, in 60 deg. welt lungitude from London, and 
in 10 deg. 26 min. whence it appears, that this Eclipſe 
will be viſible from the beginning to the end, to the whole 
of that great continent of America, all the Welt India 


iſlands, and to moſt part of Europe, and to all the weltern

parts of Africa, which lie north of the equator. The 
Moon will be obſerved firſt to touch the ſhadow of the 
earth (at London) at 7 min. paſt 3 in the morning. The 
time of greateſt obſcuration will, be at 33 min. paſt 4, 
and the Moon's lower limb will leave the earth's ſhadow 
again exactly at 6 o'clock, ſolar time, after having been 
darkened to the left hand, 7 digits and a half | 

April the 19th, in the evening, the Moon will tranſit a 
star of the ſecond magnitude, in the ſouthern ſcale of 
Libra; the following delineation ſhews the appearance as 
it nay be expected at London, but will very well ſerve. 
throughout the whole kingdom. The Moon's lower limb 
frſt touches he Star (at London) at y min. paſt 8, and ſhe 
wil! leave the iazd Star again a little to the right hand of 
her upper imb (as the type ſheweth) at 3 min. paſt 9, ap- 
parent time. | 

N. B. A teleſcope of ſome ſort will be neceſſary to ob- 
ſerve this occultation. "Theſe calculations, with the types 
below, were tranſmitted to me by my aſtronomical friend, 
Mr HENRY ANDKEWS, Teacher of the Mathematics at 
Royſton, in Herts, with whom youth are bearded and 
made fit for buſineſs He alſo makes barometers and 
tnermometers with the utmoſt accuracy. The type of the 
Moon's Eclipſe, May zoth, laſt year, was ſhaded wrong, 
but it was ſent right by my correſpondent.

At the middle of this Eclipſe, and greateſt obſcuratien of 
the Moon, as aforeſaid, 25 degrees of Cancer culminates, 
and 19 degrees of Libra aſcends on the Eaſt; Saturn and 
Mercury are conjoined in the 3d and 8th deg. of Sagitary, 
O in the 2d; Mars and Venus are juſt riſen into the 12th, 
and the eclipſed Moon is in the 8th, ſeparatzng from the 
Oppoſition of Jupiter, and applies to the Trine of Venus, 
he being ruler of the Eclipſe: and were it not that Venus 
is oppreſſed by her Conjunction with Mars, and he is Lord 
of the 7th angle, I would have efteemed this figure to have 
mended ſome good, for all Eclipſes are not of envious 
lignification, but are good or bad as their lords are dif. 
poled. And authors tell as, that an Eclipſe of the Moon, 
in the 20th deg. of &, denotes the death of ſome famous 
queen or princeſs, alſo a dearth of corn and uſeful grain, 
and a ſterility of all things growing on the earth, and as it 
happens in theſearthy triplicity, and in the Sth houſe, it is 
the forerunner of an earthquake. | | 

Johannes Angelus tells us, the eclipſed decanate is 2 
ſignĩficator of power, nobility, dignity, and alſo neceſſity 
to the vulgar ; and he repreſents it to a tall man, girt with a 
girdle, holding a key in his right hand, I will not deter- 
mine fully to interpret this my ſterious character, anly thus 
much we may obſerve from our Bavarian's dark text, 
That tall men have the advantage of others, chiefly if of 
noble race, veſted with power and dignity, and well girt, 
or provided to encounter Oppoſition - And that a key in- 
ports ſafety or ſecurity.

Judicium Aſtrclogicum for the Year 1780. 


1 Begin my judgment of the year 1780, from the ingreſs 
of the Sun, into the tropical ſign Capricorn, which 
happens on December the 21ſt, at 57 min. paſt g at night, 
1779, at which time all the ſeven but the Moon, are under 
the earth; and the moſt mate:121 aſpects near to this ingreſs, 
are a Conjundtion of Venus and Mercury, a Square of 
Jupiter and Venus, and another Square of the two infor- 
tunes, viz. h and &, and the Moon is in the 1oth, 
going from the Oppoſition of h; and were a ſcheme to be 
erected, you would find 2 deg. of U culminating, and g 
deg of m aſcending. Now, my opinion is, that the 
ConjunQion of 2 and $ near to the body of the O, 
with the Square of the infortunes, will really and ſolely 
weigh the actions and affairs of this Winter quarter, and 
would take up more room to write my opinion of their 
effects than I have allowed me for the whole year, and 
therefore I will be as ſhort as I can in the matter, without 
troubling you with the opinion of any authors about it. 
It is indeed a very ill congreſs, becauſe they are all four, 


according to their preſent diſpoſition, of a malchc nature, 


and yet three of them are under the rule and government 
of the Sun, as being near to him, and have a confined and 
limited power, and would do miſchief, but that they are 


afraid; nay, but they are a fort of men who will do what 


miſchief they can nevertheleſs, and their effects ſeem to 
have a triple tendency. 1. To publick affairs, and ſo 
they hinder the advantageous deſigns under conſideration 
for che peace of mankind, ſtir up new ferments and beats 
in 
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in the councils and courts of princes, tending to ruin and 
confuſion, hatch and contrive plots againſt the eſtabliſhed 
government in a certain kingdom of Europe; and all theſe 
will be managed with great privacy, becauſe the Planets 
are ſubterranean ; but they will have the good fortune to 
meet with diſcoveries, and as they are traitors to their 
country's good, ſo they will be to another, and theſe 
things will appear more plaialy about the end of February 
and beginning of March; and, 2. I am afraid mankind 
will be effected as to health and conſtitution in general, 
by preternatural ferments in the ſtomach, by putrid fevers, 
by aſthmatic coughs, agues, hecties, and chronic diſ- 
eaſes in general, and this throughout the whole Winter 
Quarter, in ſome parts and cities, according as they are 
fituare or governed by the preſiding malefic ſtars. 

3. The affairs of this quarter will be very private, and 
very cloſely carried on, and the councils of Europe will be 
extremely buſy and intent on certain things; but with 
what ſucceſs I leave time to determine; yet by what I can 
| ſee by the poſitions in general, thoſe who are ſtudious and 
buſy to promote wars and confuſions, will have more ſuc- 
ceſs than thoſe who labour for and after peace. 


Of the VERNAL, or SPRING QUARTER, 


17 HICH begins on March the 19th, at 43 minutes 
palt 11 at night, at which time 25 deg. of Virgo 
culminates, and the beginning of Sagitary aſcends the 
Eaſtern horizon.

«« ſword againft nation, nor ſhall they learn war any 
« more.” No, no, that time is not yet come, but it i; 
coming, and the whole creation, groans for it ; then will 
the calamities of this miſerable life be commuted, and the 
malevolent rays of the Stars ſhall then have no more ma. 
lignity in their effects than they had before Adam finned 
and tranſgreſſed the command of God in Paradiſe, Now, 
in my judgment, the poſitions of the Planets at this in- 
greſs, do ſhew a diſpoſition of mankind to peace this 
year in general, and that there will be methods uſed for 
the attaining thoſe ends, and this in divers courts and 
countries of Europe. Hence we may conclude, that there 
may be- ſuch an undertaking, but that it will go on but 
flowly and heavily, and take up a great deal of time to 
little or no purpoſe; and this ſeems viſible, if you confider 
that Saturn and Mars are pretty ſtrong; Mars is con- 
joined with Venus, and Saturn is angular in the aſcendant, 
and caſts a Square to the Moon, which ſhews likewiſe, 
that there will be not only a difference, but things of that 
kind will be openly and vigorouſly oppoſed ; and yet I am 
of the opinion, that from this time it will go on, and les 
or more it will be always under conſideration till it is per- 
feed and ended, which I am afraid will not be preſently 
or immediately after it's inception, which brings me to

'L 7 HICH begins this year, june the 2oth, near 10 
at night, at which time 1 degree of Sagitary cul- 
minates, and 28 deg. of Capricorn aſcends. In this ſcheme 
we find no poſitions that are remarkable, yet I will give 
my opinion in a ſhort judgment on thoſe things moſt fit:

And in this figure, for 
that reaſon, ſhe doth, by a double power, perſonate and 
fenify ambaſſadors, envoys, reſidents, and men in general 
of that power and office. I do therefore hence judge, 
that there will be ſome motions for peace, and either ſome 
new treaty begun, or elſe ſome old one revived ; and this 
done and managed by men of eminent charaQers and re- 
pute, at or about this time, or within the compaſs of this 
quarter : But, I do indeed judge it will have a very ſlender 
and ſorry effect at preſent, if not perfectly refuſed, denied, 
and laid by at the command and diflike of a Saturnine man, 
as you may ſee by the poſition of Saturn, retrograde in the 
med cœli; and as the Moon applies here to the Oppoſition 
of Venus and Trine of Jupiter, ſo I judge there will be a 
geod ſeaſonable as well as a plentiful harveſt, and that
